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THE FRENCH 
CABINET CRISIS. 


Tue downfall of M. Briand’s 
Ministry bas come about in a 
curiously irregular and, so far as 
recent information carries us, 
unexpected manner. On Monday 
wo were told that the action of 
disaffected Radicals bad precipitated 
‘Cabinet crisis. This was followed 
by the announcement that M. 
Pichon, Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
and other leading members of the 
Cabinet bad resolved to follow their 
chief into retreat owing to the 
impossibility of working with an 
vastable majority ; and only yester- 
day was M. Briand’s actual resignu- 
tion made known. Moreover the 

and on which the insurgent 
Republicens have taken their stand 
would appear to be largely insincere. 
Since the day when, as Minister of 
Justice in M. Clemencean’s adminis- 
tration, M. Briand was first entrast- 
ed with the supervising of tho 
separation of Church and State in 
France, his attitude towards the 
religious orders has been that which 
his early training as a lawyer and 
his later development as politician 
might have suggested, namely a 
strictly judicial one. That he should. 
have treated the Congregations 
which chose to conform to 
established law with the same 
toleration that be would extend to 
any basinessassociation, was merely 
in accordance with his avowed 
determination given in the great 

‘at the opening of the new 
Chamber last July, to govern by 
majority with due regard for the 
minority’s rights. But while we 
may well believe that such toleration 
would excite the wrath of the 
extreme anti-Church party, there 
is not enough in recent information 
to warrant this alone being chosen 
‘as an all-sufficing basis of attack, 
and we have to sock deeper for 
motives of opposition strong enough 
to compel so determined a leader 
‘as M. Briand to own himself beaten. 

Tt may indeed be felt that the 
present crisis is but the culmination 
of a series of events of which almost 
any one alone would have been 
safficient to undermine a Minister 
Jess stout-hearted than M. Briand. 
OE the personal hostility to himself 
asaman, to which he attributes 
his defeat, we know nothing: of 












hostility to him as Premier, gather- 
ing gradual force through each one 
of the nineteen months that have 
passed since M. Clemenceau threw 
away office apparently in a fit of 
temper, there can be no possible 
doubt. The ckange that has come 
over M. Briand’s political complexion 
since his early days of red-hot 
socialism, a change curiously 
paralleled in the person of the 
President of the Local Government 
Board, is too well-known to call for 
more than passing reference ; but 
it is obvious that such a meta- 
morphosiscould not be effected with- 
ont exciting violent antagoni 
Asif he bad not already made his 
altered position sufficiently plain by 
his acts, M. Briand may be said to 
have set a public seal upon the new 
creed in his speech of last July. 
It will be remembered that the 
then recently held elections had 
been carefully relieved of  the| 
pressure of the usual political 
machinery in the interest of free 
voting ; and on the assembling of| 
the new Chamber M. Briand made’ 
an earnest appeal to the deputies to’ 
abjure the vicious principle of 
government by groups in favour of 
clear-cat pariy government and 
fair-minded republicanism. It was: 
inevitable from the first that there 
must be many with whom such 
doctrines would find scanty weleom 
but in so far as M. Briand’s aspira- 
tions undoubtedly represented the 
ings of the best men in the 
nation, while the unwonted freedom 
‘of the elections had resulted in the 
appearance of two hundred new 
deputies in the Chamber, it was) 
hoped that the Premier would be! 
‘strong enongh to carry his policy 
into effect. His strength and his) 
determination were effectoally dis- 
played in his method of dealing 
with the great railway strike of last 
October and the short shrift that 
was given to the agitators by whom 
that strike bad been fomented. 
More recently M. Briand has been 
trying to cope, through the Cham- 
ber, with the Confederation of 
Labour, in order to purge it of cer- 
tain leaders who dominate its 
actions to the disadvantage of the 
whole body. The rising tide of 
antagonism to this course has been 
shown by a ceaseless series of 
endeavours since the beginning of 
the present year to thwart and 
embarrass the Government. 

That those endeavours should 
have proved successful must be a 
matter for deep and general regret. 
Apart from the sense of loss with 
which the disappearance from public 
place of almost every strong man is 
accompanied, M. Briand had a 
special claim upon the support of, 
his fellow-countrymen in that he 
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represeuted the best feelings of the, 
bourgeoisie which is the nation’s 
backbone. For several years the 
increasing violence of revolution 
ary parties in France and the tyran- 
ny of professional politicians, whose 
programme contains nothing con- 
structive, has been a source of 
anxiety to all who hold France dear. 
Beneath all such surface manifesta- 
tions, however, which indeed have 
their counterpart in varying de- 
grees in other countries, it was, and 
is, felt that reliance might be placed 
‘on the strong sense of the bard- 
headed bourgeoisie; and in so far 
as M. Briand fairly represented that 
otherwise somewhat inarticulate 
body, his continuance in power was 
assuredly welcome to the majority 
of the nation. Unfortunately even 
he has been unable to purge the 
political machine with which French 
Ministers are far more closely con- 
cerned than with the great mass of 
voters ; and where he has failed, it 
isa very doubtful question who will 
succeed. In this connexion it is 
impossible to repress a suspicion 
that M. Delcassé’s appearance as 
Minister of Marine may be designed 
in some sort as an off-set to the loss 
of M. Briand. It is trae that 
M. Delcassé will not be required to 
deal either with strike agitators or 
religious congregations. But the 
eed of the navy for a strong man 
at its head is at least as pressin:- 
as that of any French Department 
of State, and M. Delcassé is un- 
doubtedly a strong man, As 
Chairman of the Commission which 
reported on the state of the navy in 
1909 M. Delcassé has been able to 
make himself thoroughly con 
versant with the task that lies 
before him. In recent years there 
has been much tinkering with the 
navy but little effective work to 
restore it tothe position which it once 
occupied. The fault was not per- 
haps wholly that of M. Delcassé’s 
predecessors; and it will be interert- 
ing to see whether he may prove 
more suocessfal than they in rousing 
the nation to a consistent naval 
policy.

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THE RUNITED; STATES 
AND IMMIGRATION. 


Febrnary 24. 

‘Tax intelligence, emanating from 
‘Washington, that the new commer- 
cial treaty "between the United 
States and Japan, which has re- 
ceived the approval of the com- 
mittee for Foreign Affairs of the 
Senate, does not provide restrictions 
upon Japanese immigration affords 
further reassurance for those who 
are interested in the maintenance of 
the world’s peace. It is true that 
there was nothing to justify a pes- 
simistic opinion of the relations be- 
tween the two Governments. As far 
asthe outside world is in a position 
to judge, both the United States 
and Japan adhere implicitly to the 
spirit and the letter of the under- 
taking between the two countries 
that took the form of an exchange 
of Notes in November 1908. It is 
the wish of the two Governments, 
said the first clause of that agree- 
ment, to encourage the free and 
peaceful development of their com- 
merce on the Pacific Ocean ; and, 





it was added, they are firmly resol-| Tb 


ved reciprocally to respect the ter- 
ritorial possessions belonging to 
each other in the said region. In 
the last two years, however, much 
has happened to canse the two 
peoples to look askance at one an- 
other over the paper on which those 
Notes were written. Japan has 
taken action in China an rea at 
the dictates of her own interests, 
and her policy has not invariably 
conformed with the altruistic 
principles that commend themselves 
to the American public. The im- 
migration question in California 
has beén raised in an aggressive 
manner that paid little heed to 
Tapaneso susceptibilities ; while the 
construction of the Panama Canal 
ot fail to modify the inter- 
national position in the Pacific 
in a way that will not simplify 
for Japan the regalation of her 
foreign policy. As the event 
has proved, hewever, the first 
effect of the Panama Canal has 
beon to make for peace. Although 
the Washington Government has 
shown little sympathy with the anti- 
Japanese agitation on the Pacific 
Const, it has been unable to pre- 
vent it, until the rivalry for the site 
of the Panama Canal Commemora- 
tive Exhibition of 1915 provided 
it with a lever upon the excla- 
sionists of California. Rather than 
surrender their claim to hold the 
Exhibition in San Francisco to the’ 
people of New Orleans, the Cali- 
fornians have agreed to forgo 
an active propaganda against the 
Japanese. Accordingly the United 














States Government has been able 
to give effect to the spirit of its 
undertaking with Japan. The com- 
mercial treaty of 1894, which in 
ordinary circumstances would not 
Inpse for another year, is to be 
superseded at once by a new agree- 
ment, to enable Japan to carry 
through tariff arrangements 
simultancously with all the Powers. 
‘There is to be no provision for 
restrictions upon Japanese immi- 
gration, but the matter is to be left 
to Japan to regulate in such a way 
that emigration from Japan of a 
character objectionable to the 
United States shall not be 
allowed. 
Political quidnuncs will read into 
this arrangement much room for 
speculation ; and attempts may be 
made to find in it confirmation of 
many reports regarding the un- 
readiness of the United States for a 
more aggressive attitude. The ui 
derstanding between the two Gov- 
ernments, however, is eminently 
creditable to both sides, and avoids: 
the harsh and undiplomatic discrim- 
ination that the Californian legis- 
lature has been asked to sanction. 
is no reason to suppose that 

ese Government will try 
its responsibilities, as it is 
to the interests of the nation that 
there should be no indiscriminate 
diffusion of its emigrant population 
‘at a time when the consolidation of 
the Empire near home is desirable. 
‘The United States, on the other 
hand, are able to approach 
the question of immigration with 
the more consistency. In 1863 
Congress was urged to promote 
immigration into the United States, 
but forty-four years later a Com- 
mission had to be appointed with a 
view to consider what restrictions 
upon immigration might be advis- 
able. The change in the nation’s 
attitude, however, is directed against 
the immigrant rather than against 
the principle of immigration, and 
the reason has been clearly set out 
in the Commission’s Report. “ From 
1819 to 1883,” we read, “more 
than ninety-five per cent of the 
total immigration from Europe 
originated in the United Kingdom, 
Germany, Scandinavia, the Nether- 
Belgium, France and Switzer- 
land...In recent years more than 
seventy per cent of the movement 
has originated in southern and 
eastern Europe... The old immigra- 
tion movement was essentially one 
of permanent settlers. The new 
immigration is very largely one of 
individuals, a considerable propor- 
tion of whom have apparently no 
intention of permanently changin, 
their residence,” Further perusal 
of the Commission’s Report shows 
that the immigration problem is no 

































less acute for the United States 
Government on the enst coast than 
‘on the shores of the Pacific, and 
the question is one tbat calls for 
careful and uniform solution. 

That solution, according tothe 
Commissioners, should keep in view 
the one desideratam of securing 
immigrants who will become traly 
American. The existing regulations 
for dealing with immigration have 
proved inadequate to oblain the end 
in view, and it is now realized that 
the best way to deal with the pro- 
blem will be by measures that are 
capable of enforcement at the port 
of embarkation rather than at the 
port of disembarkation. Such 
measures can only be adopted with 
the goodwill of the Government of 
the country concerned, and thus the 
United States, if they carry out 
this policy, will have fo extend to 
European | countries the arrange- 
ment that has now been arrived at 
with Jai The co-operation of 
foreign Governments, it has been 
suggested, should be invited to re- 
golate emigration by means of 
passports, which will give a guar- 
antee, as far as possible, not only of 
nce of conviction for crime 
but of the personal character of the 
holder. here a Government 
refuses to adopt this system, all 
immigration from that country 
could be prohibited. The whole 
question is likely to demand the at- 
tention of the United States Govern- 
ment for a considerable period, and 
the interests of the country have 
clearly been studied in'the amicable 
adjustment for the time heing of tho 
problem of Japanese immigration.

CHARTER. 
February 25. 

Aursoucn the British North 
Borneo Company is a commercial 
concern, its periodical meetings 
have attaching to them a broader 
interest than is lent to the proceed- 
ings of most other money-making 
enterprises. The Company is 
lineal descendant of the old- 
associations of adventurers—usin; 
the term in its truer, if antic ated 
significance—which, equipped with 
a Royal Charter and s supreme 
confidence in their power to wrest 
wealth from strange and little- 
known —_ land: carried British 
prestige farther and more rapidly 
afield than would have been possible 
to official expeditions of coloniza- 
tion or of congnest. Although 
actuated primarily by the desire of 
gain, they became the advance 
re of civilization and, while 

ir avowedly commercial char- 
acter Inlled the jealousy of the 
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monarchs and rulers in whose 
domains ¢ jes were ex- 
pended—which might have flamed 
into opposition against an official 
administration owing allegiance to 
an alien ruler—they paved the way 
for a change of status that world- 
developments rendered inevitable. 
In these modern days when the 
threads of communications have 
drawn all parts of the world into 
such close association, the “ spade- 
work” of the pioneers of Empi 
is apt to be overlooked. Rather 
it the tendency to recall failures 
and abuses, and many who barbour 
an indefinite belief that the Fest 
India Company, for example, was a 
venal corporation, with the corrupt 
instincts of a modern trust allied 
with the brutality and crudity of a 
less polished age, do not remember 
that the Company rendered possible 
the inclusion of the richest gem in 
our diadem of Empire. Similarly 
in Canada the foundations of the 
stately edifice of British adminis- 
tration were laid by the Hudson 
Bay Company. To semi-private 
enterprise the Empi 
a large percentage of its territory ; 
indireotly by applying the spur of 
emulation, by proving that great 
rowards awaited enterprise, courage 
and patience oversea, they may 
have done more for the extension 
of our Imperial bounds than ap- 
pears to their credit in the book of 
our obligatio 

At the half-yearly meeting of the 
British North Borneo Company, 
held in London on December 21 
Inst, the Chairman, Sir J. West 
Ridgeway, was able to present a 
record of remarkable progress. The 
company obtained its charter in 
1882 and the annual revenue was 
then about £10,000. In1904 it had 
reached £98,000 and in 1909 
£234,000. Tho amazing increase 
between 1904 and 1909 is attri- 
botable partly to the sale of land 
for rubber cultivation and, there- 
fore, can scarcely be maintained, 
but normal revenue has also shown 
healthy expansion. Apart from 
the direct return received from the 
sale of land, the 
planting companies must in many 
ways add to the general revenue. 
Tho railway traffic, for example, 
has of Inte increased enormously 
and it has been found necessary to 
overhaul thoroughly andto renovate 
the system in order to enable it to 
ope with the requirements. In 

er directions gratifying advances 
wore being made; the Cowie Har- 
bour mines were producing coal of 
a highly satisfactory character, and 
the copper ore deposits at Karang 
were being opened up as rapidly as 
possible. Development work on 
the oil fields was proceeding steadily 









































and the outlook was promising. 
‘Theparent company had guaranteed 
the interest on the capital of several 
subsidiary companies and some of 
these had reached the stage of self- 
support and it was to be expected 
that they should soon begin to 
make repayments. Altogether, 
from a financial point of view the 
company was in a most satisfactory 
position, but the Court of Directors 
thought that it was possible still 
further to increasc the revenue and 
Iso to discover fresh sources of 
income. With these objects in 
view they bad decided thoroughly 
to investigate every department of 
the administration and Sir Ricbard 
Dane, who had formerly beld high 
office under the Indian Govern- 
ment, was being sent to British 
North Borneo on a mission of 
reorganization. 

While the shereholders would 
entertain © natural and legitimate 
satisfaction at the financial success 
that has followed the Company's 
operations, the general public will 
attach more importance to the re- 
cord of administrative accomplish- 
At the last British North 
Dinner the greater stress 
id upon the achievement of 
securing settled conditions and op- 
portunities for peaceful progress in 
a land that for centuries had 
enjoyed neither. The dismal pro- 
phecies that were made when the 
question of granting a Charter wa: 
before Parliament, were recalled by 
Sir J. West Rid; » The 
blishment of the Company was to 
lead to an increase of piracy ; slavery 
was to be condoned, if not encou- 
raged ; complications with other 
Powers were to follow the grant of 
semi-official status to a trading con- 
cern. Those anticipations hud been 
utterly falsified. Piracy had be 
come a legend, slavery is unknown, 
and whatever view the Powers in- 
terested may have taken of tho 
acquirement by Great Britain of 
another strategical base, it bad not 
been given disquieting expression. 
From the testimony of speakers who 
had personal knowledge of the 
country, it is evident that material 
progress has been attended by moral 
advancement. The indigenous in- 
babitants bad realized the advan- 
rages that followed the establish- 
ment of an administration that safe- 
guarded life and property and had, 
regretfully perhaps, but none the 
leas entirely, abandoned the exciting 
and romantic occupations of head- 
hunting and piracy. While they 
bad not yet fully learned the desira- 
bleness of regular work—a lesson 
that it is hard to teach to the inha- 
bitants of lands where Nature un- 























provider—they had become law-

ubiding und at least refrained from 
placing obstacles inthe path of those 
who songht to supplement Nature’s 
efforts. It is but just that the 
splendid labours of those who strive 
to fulfil the daty that Occidentals 
believe they owe to their eastern 
fellow men, in comparatively unim- 
portant lands, should not be entirely 
overshadowed by more spectacu ar 
work in larger onits of the Empire. 
The results being sccomplished, the 
lifting of unwilling, and often re- 
sentful, protégés from the stagnant 
slough’ of ignorance to the firm 
ground of enlightenment,are equally 
as commendable be they found in 
the memorandum of a Viceroy of 
the Empire of India or the report 
and balance sheet presented by the 
Chairman of a Chartered Company. 


LAND) REGULATIONS 
AND THE ANNUAL 
MEETING.

Whra the approach of the annual 
Meeting of Ratepayers-it will not 
be ont of place to ‘recall the con- 
troversy that aross last March over 
the Rules of Procedure and more 
particularly over the question of a 
quorum at these assemblies. At the 
Ratepayers’ Meeting of 1909 

adequacy of the existing Rules of 
Procedure, which had been passed 
year after yeur as a matter of form, 
was brought out into strong relief, 
and the Chairman of the Council 
undertook to appoint a special com- 
mittee of representative Ratepayers 
to assist in revising the rales. After 
investigating the subject thorough- 
ly and conscientiously, the Com- 
mitteo appointed drew up a draft 
set of rules and submitted it with 
copious report to the Council. 
The latter called upon its legal ad- 
viser for an expression of his 
opinion on the Committee’s pro- 
posals and then charged the Finance 
Committee to frame new Rules of 
Procedure, based on such points in 
the Special Committee's suggestions 
or the legal adviser’s annotations as 
might commend themselves. When 
these new rales were published, 
they were found to bear a very 
close resemblance tothe old rules. 
The Special Committee had inter- 
preted its terms of reference to in- 
clude a close examination of the 
Land Regulations, both in regard 
to the status of the Annual Meeting 
and the question of proxies ; buton 
each of these points its recommenda 
tions were overraled by the Council. 
Consequently, when the draft 
Rules of Procedure were submitted

The Special Committee’s labours) 
had seemingly resulted merely in a. 
rearrangement of the seating ac- 
commodation in the Town Hall and 
a simplification of the method of 
recording votes. 

Roles of procedure are but dry 
bones to a public gathering eager: 
to make trial of the more attrac- 
tive fare awaiting it, and no 
exceptional perspicuity is required 
to realize that a Ratepayers’ 
Meeting is not the place to decide 
upon such technical poiats as the 
interpretation of the Land Regala- 
tions. Last year’s Mecting was 
not altogether ‘ill-advised in choos- 
ing the line of least resistance; but 
it had little reason to be satisfied 
with the position in which its ver- 
dict left the question. One of the 
two main points at issue was whe- 
ther the Rules of Procedure should 
stipulate for a quorum at the 
‘Annual Meeting. Article IX of 
the Land Regulations, which deals 
with the summoning of this meet- 
ing, makes no mention of a quorum, 
but it does set out to specify the 
scope of the meeting, and this it 
restricts by the words, “ to devise 
ways and means of raising the re- 
quisite fands for these purposes. 
to impose rates and issue licenc 
-ato declare an assessment. ..to im- 

other rates and taxes.” On 
the other hand Article XV provides 
for the calling of a public meeting 
at any time by the Consuls (or, 
under certain conditions, by the 
electors), setting forth the business 
upon which it is convened, for the 
consideration of any matter or 
thing connected with the Munici- 
pality,” and for such a meeting it 
is necessary that not less than one- 
third of the electors should be pre- 
sent or represented. The Special 
Committee, finding that usage pre- 
soribed that the agenda of the 
Annual Meeting should include not 
only financial matters but also “any 
matter or thing connected with the 
Municipality,” decided that the 
Meeting was technically summoned 
under both Article IX and Article

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TERRITORIAL 
WATERS, 
February 28. 

Tue proposal by the Russian 
Minister of Agricultare, M. 
Krivosheyn, to legislate forei, 
interests out of the White Sea by 
the simple process of extending the 
limit of territorial waters from three 
miles to twelve is still awaitin, 
final consideration. The fate of M. 
Krivosheyn’s Bill is a matter of 
direct concern to those whose 
capital is invested in the trawlers

interested. The annual value of 
the White Sea fisheries to British 
interests is said to be £70,000, and 
the employment of capital and of 
labour that this sam connotes is of it- 
self sufficient to warrant the protest 
that was made by Sir Edward Grey 
immediately the Bill was introduced 
to the Dama.

REGISTRATION 


PAST AND FUTURE. 
March 1. 

Svrrgrers from whatever cause 
derive some slight consolation from 
the fact that they are not the first 
to have borne the ills complained 
of, and may not be the last. This 
will probably be found true of 
the present registration troubles. 
The present Order in Council, 
under which recent proceedings’ 
have been taken, dates from 1904, 
and supersedes a much older one, 
which was repealed when the new 
one came into force. Under the 
old Order there was a distinction 
made between artisans, workin, 
men, &c. and all others who dic 
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not come under that classification. 
“Gentlemen” were mulcted in a 
yearly sum of $5, while * Working 
Men” paid $1 only. The earlier 
months of the year after the middle 
sixties, especially when one of tho 
spasmodic fits of Consular collection 
prevailed, were consequently mark- 
ed by a far larger proportion of 
the latter class than could be found 
‘at other times. Then, as now, 
public opinion could not make up 
its mind whether to treat registra- 
tion as a huge joke or to be angry 
and defy the officials and all their 
fulminations. There is no need to 
go back farther than to the time 
of the establisbment of the Supreme 
Court here in 1865. Sir Edmund 
Hornby was welcomed that year, 
‘and the thin end of the legal wedge 
was inserted when the first lawyer 
appeared before him. Some time 
Inter (1867) men wondered how, 
prior to this, one Consul had con- 
trived to dispose of business which, 
in the words of the ‘ North-China 
Herald” “now requires the atten- 
tion of two judges, two secretaries, 
and three assistant clerks.” 

In April of the same year wo 
find twenty-five British ‘subjects 
cited before the Court for non- 
payment of the vexed registration 
fee. It was then suggested that 
they ought to have combined forces 
and carefully tested the legality 
of the impost. The advice, how- 
ever, came too late, nor did 
anybody attempt to fight n teat 
caso in the following year, although 
quite a number, trusting, doubtless, 
to the law of chances, failed to 
register until called on peremptori- 
ly, when those who paid were let 
off the fine. In 1869, men's tempers 
had clearly risen, and when ten 
unfortunates were brought up pour 
encourager les autres, questions be- 
gan to be usked. ‘*How long is 
this arbitrary impost to continue ? 
Are the Cor officials themselves 
registered?” and so on. Mr. 
Broadhurst Tootal, long years ago 
intimately connected with this Pa- 

r, was not only bronght up a 
cd, ‘but, when he refaged tb or 
the fine, was distrained upon, one of 
his cl being seized and sold at 
public auction for $12! The next 
victim was a member of the legal 
profession, Mr. Robinson, for many 
years familiarly known as the Q. C. 
and he carried the matter to the 
Supreme Court at the end of April 
1869. When he fuiled there, he 
threatened to appeal to the Privy 
Council, and as there was a good 
deal of sympathy with him, it was 
suggested that he should not be 
left to bear the expense alone. 
Apparently, however, the matter 
was allowed to rest’ for anothér 
year, when, during the last week 
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in March, Mr. A. Michie, Chair- 
man of the Chamber of Commerce, 
was summoned. He was defended 
by Mr. Robinson, and the Judge, 
Sir E. Hornby, informed the latter 
that it was his intention to refuse! 
to receive plaints from unregi 

British subjects, and that he meant 
to begin by refusing to hear Mr. 
Robinson in Court, had he not 
“saved him the unpleasantness!” 
Mr. Michie was fined $10, but he 
refused to pay. He was then to 
be distrained on, but all the furni- 
tare in his house belonged to the 
firm; so a warrant was issued for his 
arrest, and two months’ impri- 
sonment} stared him in the face, 
when some kind friend, thinking 
that the joke had gone far enough, 
paid the fine with Tls. 2.50 costs. 
Another resident named Macdonell 
ran a similar course. After this 
things quieted down until 1874, 
when there arose another mild re- 
bellion, this time confined to jour-

Legally, the posi- 
" Such were some 
of the objections to the “ iniquitous 
tax.” They were very seriously press- 
ed by some, and have been repeated 
at intervals ever since. But the 
strongest objection which the ordin- 
ary man has to the rogistration 
foo rests neither upon its supposed 
illegality, nor on its amount, but on 
that stipulation of Clause 9 by which 
a man may be required to “ attend 
personally”. All that is needed for 
‘opposition to the fee to die away is 
for the Consular authorities to ar- 
range for collection. This, under 
the same clause, it would seem com- 
potent for them to do, for personal 
attendance, or even the compulsory 
sending of the fee need not be en- 
forced, if some “ther mode is 
prescribed.” Present friction, as 
well as past, bas arisen mainly from 
two causes. First and foremost, 
the irregular manner in which the 
tax has been enforced, many men 
having paid only once or twice in 
forty years: and secondly, the ease 
with which men forget announce- 
ments in the papers, even if they 











see them ; in many instances they 
do not see them. If these matters 
were attended to as business mon 
would attend to them, no more 
objection would be heard, but if 
the present method of registration 
is to be adhered to, then more 
explicit warning ought to be given 
before legal proceedings are in- 
stituted,

CONSULAR REGISTRATION, 
Unless His Majesty's Police Court is 
to be classed with circuses and vaude- 
ville entertainments as a purveyor of 
popalar amusement, there can be no 
uestion that the proceedings on 
tarday morning ought to be regarded 
with extreme regret by every thinking 
member of the British community. To 
avoid misunderstanding, we would pre- 
face our remarks by saying that there 
can be no excuse for a British subject 
tailing to register himself at the Con- 
snlate-General, and in the event of his 
rofasing to register, the law should take 
ite course, We do not hold, however, 
with the Consular authorities that there 
can be no excuse for a British subject 
failing to register bimeelf within » 
ified time, when it is possible that 

his attention bas not been directed to 
the existeace of a time-limit ; and we 
are strongly of opinion that the penal 
provisions of the law against non- 
registration ought not to be enforced 
until it bas been satisfactorily establish- 
ed that the offender either refuses to 
ister or shows calpable remissce:s in 
ying bis registration, What are 
the facts? For some years registra 
tion at the Consulate-General has 
not been enforced strictly. This

the development of trade necessitates 
the estsblishment of a Castome Tariff, 
to be agreed on by the two Governments,

the provisions of the Treaty, and (‘bin 
has strictly observed the matters 
enumerated io this Articl 

4. Regardiog the three places Kobdo, 
Khai, and Gatcheo, Article X of the 
Trea'y of the Seventh Year of Kaang 
Hou clearly declares that Russian Con- 
sulates are to be establisbed therein 
only when trade shall have developed 
and after an understanding with 
the Chinese Government. In case 
after investigation of the preseat 
conditions of the three places it is 
shown that trade has in fact developed

Happy is the man who is in» 
position to go in quest of health and 
pleasure in the islands of Japan, The 
people of the Island Empire—their 
manners, their politics, their business 
methods—hare come in for « good deal 
of oriticiam io recent years ; bat there 
can be no calling in question the pecu- 
liar fitness of the country for ® hol 




















taste and much of it so characteristic as 
to afford the additional charm of novelty. 
In mountain, lake and stream these 
own with any 
part of the world, mhi roleanic 
nature of the country supplies certain 
featores and combinations of effects 
not to be encountered, probably, io 
any other part of the world, with the 

jon of certain districts ia the 
jrthern half of New Zealand. No 
one would suggest that every traveller 
to Japan bar ‘lett it. with feelings 
of unmixed satisfaction. Untoward 
incidents have occurred, exorbitant 
charges have been made and discomforts 
endared, which, in some instances, bave 
militated against the success and plea- 
sare of the trip. Bat these are largely 
the resalt of ignorance of the country’ 














‘and its ways, and also in many cases of 
‘a too rigid adherence to the beaten 
tracks with their attendant evils of 
licensed (and unlicensed) guides, of 
heavy hotel bills and » general policy of 
“squeece.” It is the purpose of these 
articles, now that the season of travel is 
approaching, to show how in the less- 
frequented parts these evils can be 
avoided, and the pick of Japancee 
scenery be enjoyed at a moderate cost, 
‘As suggested above, it is in the 
volcanic and semi-voleanic districts of 
Japan that the most varied, as well as 
the most striking scenery is to be found.

Bat so far as the mooring 
places for our boats in the Creck sre 
concerned there can be no fault to find 
im the least. The Soochow Creek is 
tho best and only place in the centre of 
‘the Settlement where our boats can be 
moored with perfect safety and comfort 
for their owners, and are not any 
hindrance to the native owned craft, 
‘The boat traffic on the Creek is most 
efficiently regulated the whole day by 
je water police, ander instroctiont 
from the Harbour Master, and it is very 
rarely to be found that any obstraction 
or damage to either foreign or native 
boats occurs, The traffic on this Creek 
is regulated with great care, and tbe 
foreign houseboat owners have much to 
be thankfal for ander these circam- 
stances, This is my reply, Mr, Editor, 
to the suggested ** Mooring of Plessary 
Ci and I think the feelings of 
nearly all the owners of the numeross 
boats now being moored in the Soochow 
Creek at the present time would be sot 
caring to change their present positions 
to any other of ancertainty, discomfort, 
and cost.

IMPERIAL DECREES, 


By Telegraph from Peking. 

Specially Translated for the 

“ North-China Daily News,” 
Peking, Feb. 24. 

(1) With reference to a memorial of 
the Ministry of Justice, reporting that 
most of the provinces bave not actually 
carried ont the order for the probibition 
of corporal punishment in the trial of 
casee, and requesting the issoe of a 
severe decree of censure, commanding 
them to obey and regard this ord 
Bince the promulgation of « Decree 
during the former reiga for the probibi- 
tion of corporal ponishment in the 
trial of oases, this order has been 
reiterated on’ many occasions. Now, 
that Courts of Justice of all grades for 
the Treaty ports and ia the capitals ofall 
the provinces have been daly sppointed, 
it is necessary to repeat Our injunctions, 
In fatare in all places irrespective of 
whether the ssid Coarts have been 
eatablished or not, the Viceroys and 
Governors concerned sball impress apon 
the Commissioners of Justice their 
responsibility in the exercise of their 
dation to superintend and seo vigilaatly 
that on offenders who are panisbable by 
a lighter sentence than that of banisb- 
ment or deportation, 0 corporal 
panishment shall be again inflicted 
during their trial by the Judges. 
With regard to criminals who are 
liable to a death sentence, and 
in oases where the application of 
‘corporal punishment is deemed necessary 
the Penal Codes at present in foro 
mast be atrictly nd absolutely 
adhered to in ordering such an infliction. 
All the former cruel tortures and 
‘unanthorized devices of punishment shall 
be, for ever, abrogated. If still obedient 
in appearance while refractory in secret, 
‘aa toon as their laches are discovered. 
the jadges, or officials sitting as jodges, 
concerned shall be proportionately 
denounced to Us for punishment. 

Let the Yamens adminstering justice, 
within or without Pekiog, reverentially 
copy the Imperial Decree of the 21st 
day of the 3rd moon of the 3ist year 
of Knang Hea, (April 25, 1905,) and 
respectfally hang it up iu ‘every “Court 
of Justice, in order to show bow com- 
passionate and considerate We are for 
the troubles of Our subjects ; love and 
kindness being the ideal of the Throne. 

(2) Referring to a memorial of the’ 
Ministry of Justice =n its tril of an im- 
































portant case by Oar command reporting 
that clear information in regard to all 
fonds has been obtained by ite im 
gations, and snbmitting its decisions 
with enclosures for Our perasal—Yi 
Ko, the cashiered Tartar-General of 
Suiyoanchéng, together with Yao 
Hscoh-chio, a casbiered prefect, and 
others were, sometime ago, arrested 
and banded to the Ministry of Justice 
to be strictly tried upon serious charges 
that were laid against them for unlawfal 
possession of Government lands to 
enrich themselves and for allowing their 
soldiers to commit reckless marders 
during their efforts towards the devel- 
opment of land cultivation there.

The British Government claim that 
the boundary north of point 25-35 N.

THE COMMISSION OF 1905.

As a result of their inqairy 
the British Government were satisfied 
that there was no effective Chinese ad-

. Certain semi-independent native 
chiefs, of whom the Teng-Keng ohief was 
the best knows, living on tho east or 
Chinese side of the proposed boundary, 
were in the habit of receiving does from 
certain villages lying to the west or 
Burmese side of the boundary. The 
British Government offered to give 
compensation to these chiefs for the 
dues that they would no longer be par- 
mitted to collect, 

The boundary thns claimed by the 
British has frequently been, overstepped 
by the native residing ia what is 
admittedly Chivese territory. Uncer- 
tainty as to the fature has et 
anrest among the native tribes and 
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Gisaffection has been spreading. To

plaintiff alleges that he bonght 
the 250 shares in the defendant 
company, which he now seeks to be 
rid of.

parchasing the Sisk estates. From 
this time, Craig and Company, Limited, 
take the place of Craig, bat there is no 
question that Craig was still interested 
‘as promoter and that he continued, 
whether in that capacity or as « 
manager of Craig and Company, to 
arrange for the incorporation of the 
company. In due coarse Liod was 
informed that 250 shares would be 
allotted to the plaintiff, snd be so 
informed Seymour whom he had left 
with jinstractions to act during his 
absence. This was before March 21, 
on which day letters of | appli- 
cation were issued from the office of 
Oraig and Company, with the number of 
sbares which were to be allotted already 
filled in. This was taken by the 
plaintiff and others as an agreement 
between themselves and Craig and 
Company that they should have the 
number of shares written into 
the application form, and they 
sccordingly paid the fall value of 
their sbares into the bank.

I say nothing as to the 
power of Craig to bind Oraig and Com- 
pany, o as to any frand on his part io 
the preparation of this prospectus ; mo- 
thing has been proved on these points 
and they may be very material in other 
actions now pending, the trial of which 
ought not to be prejudiced. Bat all 
the facta antecedent to and following 
the incorporation of the Company showed 
‘emphatically that the persons with whom 




















the subscribers were dealing were Craig 
‘and Craig and Company. They were 
not dealing with the defendant Com- 
pany, and all their contracts with Craig 
‘and Company were in fact carried out, 
so far as they coald be, before the in- 
corporation, 

Before the incorporation of the Com- 
pany its prospectus was isened in sab- 
stantially the same form as the draft 
prospectus on which the plaintiff bad 
applied for shares, and the directors at 
some time or another preeumably at 
their firet meeting on March 
signed the allotment list, they having 
been appointed directors under the me- 
‘morandam of association, and in accord- 
tance with its terms having the control of 
the allotment of shares, Having tried 
the case I ought to say what effect the 
draft prospectas bad in my opinion on the 
plaintif’s action, and also find as to the 
truth or otherwise of certain statements 
in it. Tt contained several false or in- 
accurate statements. Under the head 
“Soil” it is stated “The soil is parti- 
calarly well suited for the growth of 
para robber as certified by Mr. A. van 
Hengst an experienced planter ia the 
vicinity.”

It 
is trae, however, that Van Henget made. 
such s report and it was confirmed by 
Van Hessalaar, The statement is proved 
by the independent expert reports, to be 
at least much too favourable.

‘The planted area may be correctly 
stated, bat the statement is very mis- 
leading, The important point from 
investor's point of view is that 
were 57,320 trees 34 years old, whi 
sbould therefore yield rabber in aboat 
two yearsfrom thedate of the prospectus, 
The experts’ report shows that such 
trees, owing to neglect, would not yield 
rubber in that time, if at all. A very 
material fact in this connexion has been 
‘suppressed, that the plantation 
has been neglected for two years.

That these false statements were cal- 
calated to indace subscriptions whicl 
might otberwise not have been forth- 
coming is evident on the face of it.
